waiting for them.

which has thrown so many out of work these venturesome 


..girls-cpnfinue to come/ignorant and regardless of the fact that. 
. the chances are ten to one against them.

Miss Talbot, who is head of the Rooms Registry Service, i 


and therefore in a position to know what she is talking about, j 
says the situation is rapidly assuming serious proportions. 
Women, old and young,- who live in the city and who have 
been steadily employed for a long time, arc being laid off be-1 
cause of conditions thal-prevail, and still the rush from small 
cities and the country districts continues, those making the 
venture feeling that il is only necessary to gel to New York lo 
find inviting openings. 
Practically all of them are doomed lo 


disappointment and the situation.is Wile less than pathetic. 


In addition lo the hardships attendant upon this over-supply 


bf:women help, and perhaps in part due to it, is the age dead- 
line drawn"1 by employers.. Miss Talbot says the chances of a 
womatrof 30 years or more a re'very slim, that few business 
women's clubs will admit a woman to resident membership 
without carefully considering her age, aijd that in many of 
these-places 30 years is the age limit. 
A-few gray hairs are 


'.sufficient in most cases to rule out an applicant without the 
formality of asking questions. The result is lhat the great and 
sweltering city is the scene of thousands of women'and girls 
looking for employment where ii is utterly impossible for 
most of them (o obtain''it. 


This is not a pleasing picture. Miss Talbot thinks the ex- 


planation is that during the war many young women secured 
positions in .which they made big pay, and 'MOW thai those jobs 
are gone they rush to New York under the delusion I hat (hey 
will find plenty of openings I here. They make the experiment 
and fail in nine cases out of ten, and either go back home or 
go to ruin. 


It is all a part of the unsettled conditions resulting from the i"«i how to secure 


war. 
There-is unrest everywhere. Men are dissatisfied and "' " ' 


women are dissatisfied, even when in many cases Ihey are 
comfortably situated.- They want better jobs and bigger pay. 
They wanl more excitement, and ou! of Ihis comes (he rush lo 
the big cities, and especially lo New York, which in this coun- 
try is rightly regarded as the "peak." Says Miss Talbot: "The 
younger generation has acquired a marked distaste for staying 
at.home, where they may lead a normal life. They find they 
must be up and doing, and in their minds New York is the only 
place for their activities." 


H is a lamentable situation, but perhaps experience is the 


only teacher that will be able to make it plain. But experience 
is a dear teacher, and one shudders to think what the lesson 
may cost some of (he innocent but misguided pupils in this 
hard school.
